FINANCE AND LOANS 


Speaking of banking, finanee, loans 
and that soit of thing, as Henry’ Cutting 
has been in this paper about onee a week 
for some time past, and does again to- 
day, reminds us that a part at least of 
that new theory of his is sound and good, 
and ought to be thoroughly investigated 
by our legislators and our state admin- 
istration, for the time is coming very rap- 
idly now when the people are going to 
demand some legislation upon this very 
important subject. 

The tryout now being meade by North 
Dakota alang. these lines will be watched 
by the whole nation with much interest. 
If it proves a success it will be tried out 
by many other states, and quite likely 
by Calfornia. They are putting in state 
banks, conirolled by the state, with a een 
tral bank empowered much along the 
lines of the banks. 
They are putting in grain elevators own- 
ed and operated by the state and doing 
away with many middlemen and with 
private manipulation of the grain mar- 
kets and prices there, 

We are not prepared to indorse all of 
Mr. Cutting’s banking and enrrency the- 
ories, not being well enough versed in 
the many details of that sert of thing to 
he quite sure of our premises, but we do 
indorse certain parts of it. 

For instanee, a government commission 
to fix, establish and_ stabilize values of 
property, so that when purchases and 
sales or loans are made the value can be 
ascertained by anybody at once, without 
leaving each bank, each loan agency and 
each individual to establish the value by 
any and all ways he or it desires. 

We have in view right now a woman 
who came to us this week with her finan- 
cial troubles, trving to find a way out. 
She had agreed to pay for a picce of 
property here twice what it was worth, 
taking the seller’s word as to that.
